1 ‘‘b- h ii.o Coin- to be used directly or by confluence, for his (alive form was given to tho requisition^ the 


Mn. EVERETT, from tho minority of the 

committee appointed lo investigate lire affairs 

of tho Bank of the United Stales, submitted 

the following report: 

Tho undersigned member* of the committee 
ibr investigating the affairs of llic Bank of the 
United States, having differed from their col¬ 
leagues as to the extent of the powers of t he 
committee, «nd the mode of pursuing thej m- 
vMtigntion, beg leave tosulnnit tlio grounds ol 
this difference, mid their reasons (or not concur¬ 
ring in the report of the majority oftho com¬ 
mittee. ,, 

The twentv-third section of the law, approv¬ 
ed on tlic 10th of April, 1810, (commonly call¬ 
ed the bniik charter,) makes tlic following pro¬ 
vision: •‘It shall, at all times, be lawful tor n 

committee of either House of Congrws.appoin 
tod for that purpose, to inspect the t>ooks, and 
to examine into the proceedings of the corpora¬ 
tion hereby created, and to report w hether the 
provisions of this charter lave been, by the 
same, violated or not.” This provision is, in 
terms, an expraj* £™nt of power to cither 
House of Congress; and, consequently, but for 
this grant, neither House of Congress would 
lmve possessed tlic (>owcr. To supjiose (hat 
either House of Congress would have posse wi 
the power, although the charter had bee i silent 
on the sul iect, is to suppose that so much oftho 
twenty-third sect inn of the charter as gives the 
power, is mere surplusage—an unautliorizcu 
and madmissable supposition. 

If the power reserved in the fwcnfy-lliird 
section Uad been already possessed by cither 
House of Congress, it must have been in virtue 
of its general authority to institute inquiries, 
mid to send for persons and papers. But had 
tlic Congress who granted the charter under 
stood that this authority to send for personsand 
papers extended to tho inspection of the bonks 
of tlie bank, they Could not have deemed it ne¬ 
cessary lo provide that i: should be lawful, at 
any lime, for either House ol Congress to ap¬ 
point a committee for such inspection. 

Toe resolution passed on the 4th of A pril 
lest, under w hich the Committee of Investiga¬ 
tion was appointed, is expressed in tho follovvr 
Ing terms: 

Tii“ .-oinmittee thus appointed is clothed with 
the •• er granted to citiier llouseofCongrcss, 
by tins twenty-third section of the charter, the 
same being given to it bv the express words of 
the resolution, which authorizes it lo “inspect 
the bonus, and examine into the proceedings o( 
the said hank,” end “report whether the pro¬ 
visions of the charter have Loon violated or 
not.” 

- Ila ] resolution Stopped here.ilsjinterprcla- 
tiuu would lmve jveen easy. It would have been, 
(au.l would so lmve necessarily lieeil uuder- 
slo >.ij a resolutioii creating a committee under 
the power granted by the twenty-third section 
of lhe charter, and for the precise objects, and 
no other, lac rein provided f.»r. But the reso- 
lul.-n of the House goes much further. It 
purports n> authorize the ennnuittee to engage 
in a much water range of inquiry than the vi¬ 
olation oft lie qhirter. It declares the objei Is 
of invc tip uion to be three-fold, viz. 1st, the 
causes ol :.e comme.vint cmliarmssment and 
distress a Hedged lo exist; 2d, violations of liie 
charter; 3.1, lorruptions and abuses in the man¬ 
agement of lire lank, of which several .ire n’lti- 
dod to in very general and comprehensive 
terms, as v. ill be perceived by rocurron. c lo tI 
jiesolu’ion :usl quote). Of these three objects, 
the secitiii only is t. " ode on > mc’i a commit¬ 
tee, i auvl in p . ; ikc of the iv.enty-third sec¬ 
tion of the riiai ler i» autlionzed lo report. 

3. As the resolution oft he House enumerates 
objects ol' inquiry not ua.ned in the charter, so 
h specifies mc.ius ofatlnming information, not 
provided for in tii-t-Uw. It authorizes the com¬ 
mittee "to seiaQIir jiersons and papers, and to 
summon and examine witnessesen oath, and I 
examine info the affairs of the said bank urn. 
branches.’'

tlierefore, nminlaiu that a resolutioii ot 
House of Congress, passed in virtue of its gen¬ 
eral power of inquisition, cannot enlarge the 
specific provisions of the law. But tliey do not 
therefore liold that this committee could not, 
under tho authority of tho resolution of tlie 
House inquire into any other matters than 
breaches of tho charter. They maintain only

It does not 
extend lira right of inspecting the books, gran¬ 
ted for one purpose alone, so as to aulltorizc llicir 
inspection for purposes totally different. It 
does not pul it in the power ol a committee to 
issue warrants of general search, and compel 
(lie appearance of citizens', and tho production 
of papers, not in proof or disproof of charges a- 
gninsl third persons, by evidence ofwhich they

If, on a question of 
law so gravo and delicate, the Committee of 
the Directors sliould have come to an errone¬ 
ous conclusion, ( which the undersigned, how¬ 
ever, do net admit to be the case) it would 
seem an undue severity to consider and to treat 
such error in Judgment as a contempt of the 
authority of the House.

and each of such borrow ers, or other persons 
for tbe benefit of such borrowers, at the bank, 
or cither ofthe branches; and stating, also, the 
particulars of any such loans, which have been 
protested, or w hu li are now under protest, and 
ihc nnuics ofthe parties to any such debts; also 
the names, if any, of any such persons, whose

Arc mere 
partisan insinuations fabricated with ail the 
levity and cruelty of an unscrupulous press#uf- 
ncient ground lor the virtual denunciation and 
proscription ofa whole profession?

I)uci the 
strong and indignant feeling Inal tlieir charac¬ 
ters arc outraged, while their rights aro inva¬ 
ded, call uiKtii them voluntarily to take Die cul¬ 
prit’s place, and endure (ho ignominy of what 
they deem an uncalled for and a vexatious in¬ 
quisition? Or is it not rather the natural dic¬ 
tate of proud and conscious innocence to place 
tbeinselvos upon tlieir rights beneath the ;egis of 
(he law? Ill go to my neighbor, as honest a 
man as myself, and say, “you are a swindler 
ami a knave," shall lie moekly ask tna lo en¬ 
ter his house, lay open hi* lodgor and his feller 
book, ami invito me to collect the materials 
out of which I may prejudice the public again*! 
him’ The directors of tho bank are citizens, 
as honest and ns virtuous as any of those, in 
office or out of it, high or low, who charge 
them with corruption. A good name is as 
dear to them as to their nrcuser*. Their stake 
in tho welfare of tho country is great. Tlie suc¬ 
cess with which they have conducted Ihc affairs 
of tlie great institution entrusted to tlioir care 
is not matter of opinion; it is notorious to all 
Die world. Attliis moment, notwithstanding 
the fearful warfare waged against tliem hy nl- 
mwl every branch ofthe Government of their 
own country, tlieir credit is ns good at Loudon 
an l Paris, as that of Die Bank of England or 
of Fram e. At this moment, in tho remotest 
east, in the markets of Gliinn, where the s.Iver 
coin of tho country from the public mint, is 
undervalued, the paper of the Bank of the U- 
nitod Stales is an acceptable currency. In Die 
midst ot its career of usefulness, it has been, 
unfortunately for the country, drawn into the 
field of political controversy; its director* and 
officers villitiod by name, tlieir most laudable 
measures misrepresented, tlieir most innocent- 
acts catnmniatod,and their slightest errorsof 
judgment tortured into corruptions and crimes;

gling for its owq existence ngainst the most

‘ Bank notes are frequently received in pref¬ 
erence to silver, when gold coins'* would be 
more convenient or desirable than bank notes. 
In such cases gold would be used, if it could be 
procured. To refuse to coin gold fir the sake 
of jsijier money, or because paper money oc¬ 
cupies a place « hii h gold would fill, would be 
a mischievous crorr. Strang eindeed must be 
that policy w Inch can tolerate 500 different 
kinds of paper money, and cannot tolerate two 
kinds of metallic money—gold and silver. 
The currency of gold coins in our country- 
will tend to repress this tendency tu excess of 
paper.”

GDLD CURRENCY—VOICE OK MIL 
LOW SDKS. 

In January, It* 10, Mr. Ixiwndes made a 
ri'jmrt on the Gold Currency , from whit h tl.e 
following extracts are taken:* 

“The relative value of gold to silver is live.! 
by our law at 1 to 15, which is much below 
the relative value which is assigned to it 
in all those countries from which wc might 
have expected to procure it. In Spaiu Portugal, 
the legal value of gold is to tint of silver as 1 
to 16; and in that colony of Spain w itli our in¬ 
tercourse is most frequent nml valuable, (Cu¬ 
ba 1 ) its priie in commerce is at least 17 tor 
1 . lienee, we are not only precluded, in the 
common coursed"trade, from obtaining gold 
from those rich sources of supply but the little 
which finds its way into the country from o 
ther quarters, is draw n from us, by the higher 
estimate which is there placed upon it. 

‘■The West Indies, w hich arc probably our 
most considerable bullion market, estimate 
gold in proportion to silver, very little, if at all 
below average of 16 to 1 . 

“The inconveniences which have 1 -opii at¬ 
tributed to our present system of coins, would, 
in a great mersure, be removed, if gold should 
be made the only legul tender for all debts over 
a iiiolcrate amount. 

“The balances of payments between differ¬ 
ent States would be scllled with more ease, 
than if our coins wero principally silver; and 
the traveller would lie relieved from the loss 
ami imposition which we frequently suffers 
vvbcai he carries with hint bank notes.” 

•£Q -Vo/e These ideas from Mr. Lowndes on 
the subject of the gold currency, are of the 
highest authority and importance, and give 
fresh reason for regretting the premature loss 
of that great man.

SPAIN AND PORTUGAL. 

A correspondent of the Morning Herald, 
who writes under date of Lisbon, May 5 state*

From the 
quarter, however, in which it wus first circu¬ 
lated, there can be no doubt that such a piece 
of intelligence wa* transmitted by the telegraph 
to Paris, and that Ihe approbium therefore of 
such an infamous deception doe* not rest on 
this side of the channel.
